Ulrich’s focus if elected to the Council will also be 
the budget “The City faces a serious budget problem for 
the next couple of years,” Ulrich says, “Having been on 
the City Council, I feel I can make a contribution.” As a 
businessman, Ulrich feels his talents are particularly 
suited to the problems facing the City of Arcadia. “We 
need orderly growth, and we also need open communi¬ 
cation between the City Council and citizens of Arca¬ 
dia,” Ulrich says, “Mayor Robert Harbicht has done a 
great job in that regard, hosting the cable television pro¬ 
grams. We need to continue that. I want the community 
to be enlightened as to what the City Council is doing, 
so they can have an active part in the decision making 
process.” 

Lyle Wilson has been an Arcadia resident since 1983. 
An investigator with the Orange County District 
Attorney’s Office in the Organized Crime Unit, Wilson 
graduated from the U.S. Naval Academy and received 
a B.S. degree in International Security Affairs, and a 
Naval Law Certificate.

As he 
recalls, “I was of the opinion that our elected officials 
and staff members should know what was best for the 
citizens, but when the proposed Fire Suppression Dis¬ 
trict came up, I asked some questions and revised that 
opinion.” Wilson’s studies led him to the conclusion that 
while the Fire Suppression District was being sold as a 
necessity for fighting threatening .Arcadia wildfires, it 
was in fact a veiled attempt to make up general fund bud¬ 
get shortfalls. “Cities had become dependent on State 
property tax that the State used to give to the cities,” 
Wilson says, “When the State was losing money, they 
kept those funds, but those funds didn’t belong to the 
City.” He blaniies the current City Council for the bud¬ 
get problems, with the exception of Mayor Pro Tern Gary 
Kovacic, who was appointed to finish Dennis Lojeski’s 
term. ‘They’ve presided over these budget shortfalls for 
the past five years,” Wilson says, “I’m an investor. If I 
invest in a company that loses money for five years. I’m

The Arcadia boys soccer team’s unbeaten string 


came to an end Friday, 1/2/98, under the lights as they

sailing along, everything was normal, and a 5% cut shut 
us down on Fridays,” said Ross, “This last cut was just 
the straw that broke the camel’s back.” 

Barbara Delphey, President of the Friends of the 
Arcadia Public Library, says that the group totals be¬ 
tween 600 and 700 members, between annual and life¬ 
time memberships, a figure which she considers small. 
Says Delphey, “When you consider the number of 
people who live in Arcadia, and the number of people 
who use the library, that’s not very many.” 

The annual membership dues are only $10 for an in¬ 
dividual, and $15 for a family. The fees go directly to 
the library, and are tax-deductible, as the Friends of the 
Arcadia Public Library is a non-profit organization, 
which has been in existence for over 40 years. 

The purpose of the Friends of the Arcadia Public 
Library is to “promote a greater sense of understanding 
and awareness between the community and the li¬ 
brary...” which is done through a number of programs 
sponsored by the library, including the summer reading 
program, but also speakers and a book review. In addi¬ 
tion to the membership fees, the Friends of the Arcadia 
Public Library opened a bookstore in the library’s new 
facility in October, 1996. Operated by volunteer, the 
bookstore sells donated books and some gift items, with 
proceeds going to the library. 

“Everybody uses the library in one way or another,” 
says Delphey, “When my kids were younger, it was a 
real savior for me to have some of those programs avail¬ 
able.” The Friends of the Arcadia Public Library are 
always looking for new members, board members, and 
volunteers to help out in the bookstore. “It’s a nice group 
of people. They’re concerned citizens who care about 
the community, and want to improve it,” says Delphey.
